Van Blarcom against the William H. 
Thompson Trust Co., executor .of the 
patate of the late William H. Thompson, 
president of the Bank of Commerce. 
Van Blarcom succeeded Mr. Thomp- 
son as president of the bank and Mr. 
Pierce is chairman of the Board of Di- 
reetors of the Waters-Pierce -Oil Co. 
and a director of the National Bank of 
Commerce. 

The estimate of the amount of prop- 


erty Yinvolved was made to a Post-Dis- 


patch reporter by John D. Johnson, who 
drew up the petition, and who is attor- 


ney for Mr. Pierce in the suit.

Many of these notes signed by 
Van Blarcom still remain due and un- 
paid, the petition says. 
Accounting Asked For. 

It is set forth that as executor of 
the Thompson estate the William H. 
Thompson Trust Co. has repudiated 
the oral agreement and refuses to set- 
tle with the plaintiffs: 

The plaintiffs ask the court to or- 
der an accounting so that the proper- { 
ty may be divided and the stocks and 
honds outstanding may be used to 
take up the notes signed by Van Blar- 
com and release the securities pledged 
by Plerce, 

If any profits) remain it is asked that 
they be divided, 

John D. Johnson, attorney for H. Clay 
Pierce said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“The attitude of the Thompson heirs 
as represented by the Wi...am 4H. 
Thompson Trust Co., in refusing to rec- 
ognize the oral agreement, made this 
suit inpperative. The property involved 
is worth at least $12,000,000 and possibly 
$15,000,000. The exact amount of the 
profits made orf the losses incurred in 
developing the property so far can only 
be Getermined by an accounting. 

“Mr. Van Blarcom advanced more se, 
curities than either Mr. Thompsgn 6r 
Mr. Pierce and more money than Mr. 
Thompson. Mr. Pierce advanced more 

than either of the others and 
securities than Mar, Thompson, 
amounts advanced by the three 
were unequal.

A supplementary petition asking for

Four bowling alleys,’ the buffet and 
kitchen will also be locate “d on the same 
floor. 

Two wide and spacious stairways will 
lead from the first floor to the main 
concert hall and ballroom on-the second 
fioor, the main entrance to this hall be- 
ing from Grand avenue. Che ck rooms, 
retiring rooms and ladies’ dressing 
rooms are located above the ballroom 
on the third floor. 

The concert hal! and ballroom will be 
80 feet long and 65 feet wide.

The 
floor space. will be even greater than 
that of the old Liederkranz Hall, ree- 
ognized heretofore as the largest hall 
of its Kind in the city. Ample provi- 
sion for fire exits, logically placed, has 
been made. A large stage is to be 
built at the east end of the hall. 

A hall for the meetings of kindred or- 
ganizations will be on the third floor. 
The musical library, directors’ rooms 
and similar offices will be on the third 
floor. The concert hall will be entirely 
separate from the clubrooms.

*“Socialistic’’ because it was in- 
sincere. But if the strike had lasted an- 
other month—which must have meant 
the death of thousands of men, women 
and children by freezing, as well as un- 
precedented business loss—the stigma of 
Socialism would have vanished, claptrap 
would have become common sense and 
the principle of nationalism would have 
become simply self-preservation.

Byt let us not seek public en- 
terprises because they fit a theory nor 
decline them when necessary because 
we doubt our power to conduct: them 
properly.

sandals is from the sculptures of 
the Temple of Nike at Athens, 
was built probably not very many years 
after the Persians had burned the city, 
not quite 500 years before Christ. 

Nike is the goddess of: victory. As 
She was understood in Athens by people 
who understood the gods their sculp- 
tors made, she was “‘Athena Nike,’’ the 
mind that wins victory. When her tem- 
ple was buijt it had beautiful 
carvings, showing victories won by the 
use Of Athenian brains, with the help 
of Nike. As she sandals, it 
is no doubt because the had 
been complete enough to make her feel 
no turther need of 

This is an emblem to be 
in different ways by those who -under- 
laxe to understand emblems. The 
Greeks never made them too plain, but 
just plain enough to be understood in 
different ways. They made their 
acles’ the same way, so that those who 
tried to get the gods on their side in 
having their own way would still have 
tO take the risk themselves. So when 
a King who wished to become a con- 
queror applied (ireek god to hna 
out the result, he told that if he 
carried out his plans would 
throw a great kingdom. He found alt 
erwards ihat it was his own great king 
dom he had overthrown, and not that 
of his neighbor.

Remedy for Facial Neuralgia.

NEW YORK, April 6.—Eastman John- 
son, the painter, died suddenly at his 
home here last night, in his eighty-sec- 
ond year. Mr. Johnson had been ailing 
for a year. 

Mr. Johnson was born in Lovell, Me. 
At 18 he adopted drawing as his profes- 
sion. His father was Philip J. Jonnson, 
who was for many years Secretary of 
State of Maine. 

Mr. Johnson settled first in Augusta, 
werking almost wholly on portraits in 
black and white and in pastel. I: 1845 
he moved with his perents to Washing- 
ton, D. C., where he drew portraits of 
many'distinguishea men, including Dan- 
iel Webster and John Quincy Adams. 
Wihhile in Boston in 1846-49 he made por- 
traits of Longfellow and his family, 
Emerson, Hawthorne and Sumner. 

He went to Dusseldorf in 1849, study- 
ing one year at the .Royal Academy. 
He spent a year with Leutz and four 
at The Hague, painting there his first 
important pictures in oil, ‘““The Savoy- 
ard’’ and “The Card Players.’ He es- 
tablished himself in Paris, but returned 
to the United States in 1856.
